While it is 
trun pome teachers arc able to do part 
of the work of n -r.hool nurse, few 
possess the necessary training and none 
ought, to take the time from their regu- 
lar teaching to carry out such work. 


Tt hag become recognised that for 


the true education of the child, develop- 
ment of health nnd intelligence must 
go forward together; that them must, 
bf a link between the home and thn 
school on this problem. 
The public 


health nurse is this link. 
8he assists 


the parents in understanding the health 
problems of the child, enlists their co- 
operation and passes on to the teacher 
thn results of her observations, so that 
the teacher may have a bctcr under- 
standing of the individual child. This 
becomes a grave necessity with the 
aliens such as the Japanese and Mexi- 
can, and tho nurse with this class 
proves to b« of the greatest possible 
yuhie to the community. 


SOCIAL SERVICE. 


It must not be thought that the 


work of the public health nurse is en- 
tirely limited to the problem of health 
as such. 
The nur«o must become a 


trained social worker, to bring to bear 
upon the child the right agencies for 
relief, correction, medical or other as- 
sistance. She studies the neighborhood 
when the school is located to deter*- 
mini! what part it plays in the child's 
life. She studies the habits and nation- 
ality of the population, the standards 
of living, the play opportunities, the 
churches and settlements, nnd acquaints 
herself with tho best methods of assist- 
ing the individual as well as tho com- 
munity. 
Tact, diplomacy anil patient 


explaining are tho basis of much of 
tho work of tho public hoalth nurno. 
Tho keynote of tho work of the county 
public health nurso has been tho largo 
number of co-operating groups whoss 
interest, has been aroused in forwarding 
nurse appeals to every form of activity 
in any community life. It is essentially 
democratic, and American. 


Owing to the fact that transporta- 


tion is u serious obstacle to tho work 
in rural districts, the formation of a 
center where the work of the nurso 
can be carried out becomes u necessity. 
There should be one 
public 
health 


nurse for at least one thousand or 
fraction therof children in the nursing 
district. 
In order to get this number, 


it is sometimes necessary to take in 
widely separated plucos, since it is 
obviously impossible for n nurse to be 
in ouch place ovqry day.

plan culls for tho opening of offices 
locntiyl so that the people may come 
to the center at definite times for much 
of tho work. 
This bocoines especially 


true for infant welfare work and the 
work of tho pro-school age. During

but the campaign will not bear much 
fruit unions health centers can bo open- 
ed at convenient places throughout the 
county, where many of these children 
can be followed up.

fplly supervising tho method of work 
so that all interaats will be safe-guard- 
ed. 


Tho present central nursing division 


of tho county, health office comprises 
or^ly four nurses, one of whom is tho 
supervisor. We have an area of four 
thousand square miles to cover. Ob- 
viously intensive work is impossible at 
the present time. Tho situation is made 
moro complex because of the great 
number of different school districts to 
be dealt with. There arc at least one 
hundred and fifty different Hchool dis- 
tricts which come more or loss under 
tho supervision of tho county health 
department. 
At times wo have had 


as high as five co-operating nurses or- 
ganized jointly with some of these 
school districts in the field. Tho sys- 
tem should be extended to cover a uni- 
form way tho entire county, and it 
would be much simpler if the hoalth 
department furnished tho nursing ser- 
vice direct in an equijable way to all 
tho 
districts throughout • tho 
county. 


Nevertheless, wo are prepared to assist 
school districts to organize additional 
nursing services wherever public opin- 
ion will support it. 
Tho first stop in 


tho organization should bo to form a 
strong local 
committee 
representing 


the school trustees and teachers of the 
different school districts 
desiring 
a 


nursing servicei 
The area should not 


be greater than 
twenty-five1 square 


miles if possible. A larger population 
can bo served if it is compact than it' 
widely scattered. 
The local situation 


should be studied to see what facilities 
are available in the way of transpor- 
tation ftid suitable rooms in tho school 
buildings for the work. 


There is no objection to having four 


or five schools jointly organized to 
pay for the nursing service, provided 
the total number of children does not 
exceed .one thousand, nor the distance 
to be covered in a day's trip not over 
five miles in any direction. 
Next, the 


daily average attendance of the schools 
should be added together and the per- 
centage of each school of the, total 
calculated. 
This will be the percen- 


tage of the total expense for the ser- 
vice ouch district will have to p.uy., 
The salary of the nurse should bo at 
leust $100 u month, and if possible

By several connoisseurs In 
art this wooden figure has been pro- 
nounced the most perfect and human 
Image of man ever made. Mnsnklchl 
has faithfully reproduced every scar, 
vein and wrinkle to bo seen on his 
body.

2,000 pieces of wood dovetailed and 
Jointed with such skill that no seams 
can be detected. 


Tiny holes were drilled for the re- 


ception of hairs, and the wooden fig- 
ure has glass eyes and eyelashes In 
which no dissimilarity to Masaklchl's 
own cnn be detected. 


The Japanese artist posed between 


two mirrors while modeling this fig- 
ure and for some tltne after Its com- 
pletion he posed frequently beside It, 
to the confusion of spectators, who 
were often entirely at a loss as to 
which was the artist.
